County to conduct rezoning meetings

The. Lake County Zoning 
Board of Appeals (LCZBA) will 
conduct public hearings to con- 
stder rezoning specific parcels of 
land.in Antioch. Lake Villa, and 
Grant Townships that may be 
inappropriately zoned. The 
Andoch meeting will be held at 
the Club Room at the Antioch 
Golf Club on Route 59 and Grass 
Lake Road on Monday, March 7, 
at 1:30 p.m. ;. 

"These will be targeted meet- 
ings for each area," 'explained 
Mark Askelson of the LCZBA. 
^There will be more meetings 
scheduled if necessary. " 

And, it is likely that more 
meetings wiU be necessary. The 
changes will affect 15 to 20 areas, 
consisting of approximately 200 



parcels of land. Since each area 
is different, each type of change 
will need to be addressed inde- 
pendendy. 

"The generalintent is to make 
the zoning and land use in die 
Chain consistent with, each 
other,"' said Askelson.. *We are 
also fixing errors of the past or 
creating consistency."

Dr. Donald Skidmore, super- 
intendent of Antioch Conununlty 
Consolidated Grade School 
District has made his resignation 
official. The Board of Education 
voted to accept the resignation 
last week and appointed Dr.

The board, In accepting the 
resignation, noted the excellent 
service Skidmore has provided 
the district over the past 16 years. 
Throughout his tenure as super- 
intendent, Skidmore provided 
the strong leadership and flscal 
management necessary given the 
increasing demands on the edu- 
cational system. 

However, Skidmore will not 
be leaving the district altogether. 
In 1989 the school board created 
the position of assistant superin- 
tendent, which was held by Burke 
for the past four years. With 
Skidmore's retirement, the board 
extended a contract to him to fill 
Burke's position on a part-time 
basis. Instead of creating a new 
administrative position, the 
board decreased an existing posi- 
tion. The retirement,

In March, voters will be asked 
whether or not the extension 
limitation under the Property 
Tax Extension Limitation Act for 
the County of Lake be increased 
from 2.7 percent to 8.7 percent. 
The money generated by this 
increase has been promised,. by. 
County Board resolution, to. be 
used for the detention center. 

; Mullen spoke compeUlngly 
about how, at tiiis time, juveniles 
are being released from the cur- 
rent detention facility In alarming 
numbers. They are being released 
■ to make room for those who have 
committed more serious crimes 
because the current facility has 



the capacity of only 18 beds. 

"We do not double bunk," 
explained Mullen. "When we are 
three kids over, three kids have to 
go. I have to pick the one to go. 
This week I let a child go who 
stole a car while on home deten- 
tion." 

Nevertheless, the charges by 
some members of the audience 
were equally compelling. 

"The truth of the matter is 
that once the tax cap is removed, 
it is removed forever," said one 
man. "This will generate $60 mil- 
lion, which will exceed the needs 
of the juvenile detention center. 
This creates a huge slush fimd for 
county government." 

While the Lake County Board, 
by resolution, has promised to 
use the money for the proposal, 
other members of the audience 
voiced concerns. 

"Onlythe current board will 
be held to that resolution,'* said 
another member of the audi- 
ence. "They do not tell the voter 
that this is forever. The tax cap is 
the only defense voters have 
against runaway spending. They 
are using a perfectly legitimate 



cost on such an unethical move.. 
I oppose the method used to 
finance it" 

A yes vote on the referendum 
would increase the facility from 
an 18-bed secure facility to a 36- 
bed facility, add an additional 
courtroom (from a single court- 
room to two courtrooms), addi- 
tional classroom and courtroom 
office space would be added, as 
well as providing for day treat- 
ment, a Structured Military and 
Residential Treatment (SMART), 
and an expanded home deten- 
tion and intensive probation ser- 
vices. 

The SMART program would 
be an ;internal residential (24- 
hours) project for adolescent 
male delinquents. It would pro- 
vide a creatively blended military 
re^mcn which Includes vigorous 
exercise, schooling, tfierapy, and 
public service.^- Tl^ 'purpose of 
the SMART program Is to devel- 
op and mature delinquent males 
and eliminate their involvement 
in the criminal justice system. 

The cost of this referendum 
would increase property taxes on 
a $150,000 home to $1 a month.

Crane blasts education regulation 



Congressman Pliil Crane 
today called for defeat of a recent 
amendment to the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act, 
II.R. 6, which imposes state and 
federal control over religious" and 
tiomc schools. He described the 
amendment as a blatant power 
grab that may be unconstitution- 
al and certainly should be defeat- 
ed. 

"This amendment will allow 
Big Brother to bring a host of 
mandated standards into every 
home and school/' said Crane. 
"As an educator, I Icnow that 
American schools need less fed- 
eral intervention, not more." 



Crane explained that the amend- 
ment requires each state apply- 
ing for ftinds to provide assur- 
ances that "eadi full time teacher 
is state certified," effectively bar- 
ring most parents from teaching 
at home and forcing states to pass 
restrictive laws governing private 
schools. "Parents do not need an 
arrogant Congress to tell them 
how their clilldren should be 
educated. Once again, big gov- 
ernment believes it can make 
better decisions thain the public. I 
have faith that the parents in my 
district arc better equipped to 
malcc decisions about their chil- 
dren than any Washington 



bureaucrat," said Crane. 

Crane's office received more 
than 200 calls from, Irate parents 
after the amendment. was added, 
and the Wauconda Republican 
thanked those who called. 
"Those calls prove the depth of 
concern about education, and 
prove that the parental right to 
control a child's schooling 
should not be violated." 

When the bill is debated on 
Feb. 24, Crane will support an 
amendment with Representative 
Dick Armey that would protect 
private, religious and home 
schools by specifically exempting 
them from the bill.

A longtime police officer, with 
roots in New York, and residence 
in Fox Lake, is the recipient of a 
highly prestigious award. 

John J. Flood, the selection as 
the 1994 Law Enforcement 
Officer of the Year by the Emerald 
Society of Illinois, has won many 
awards in his career. ' 

This one, however, given by 
the fraternal organization com- 
posed of police officers from 
Chicago and adjacent collar 
counties, the state and federal 
agencies, is of great honor. 

"This is quite an honor," said 
Flood, the president of the com- 
bined counties police associa- 
tion. "The fact that you're picked 
by your peere (is a privilege)." 

Flood explained he was cho- 
sen out of about 15,000 law 
enforcement officers in the 
Chicagoland, McHcnry County 
and Lake County areas. 

The Law Enforcement officer 
of the Year Award bestowed on 
Flood marks a hi^ point in his 
career and it recognizes his sig- 
nificant contributions both. as a 
union leader and police officer. 

Flood is a 34-ycaf veteran of 
police work, and his career dates 
back to 1960. Flood, who heads 
the well-known and respected 
independent law enforcement 
imion in the United States, is rec- 
ognized by his peers to be one of 
the foremost experts on orga- 
nized crime, syndicate gambling, 
and vice activities in the 
Northern Illinois corridors. 

'He began as a patrol officer 
with the Wheeling Police 
Department after four years in the 
U.S, Army. Two years later he sub- 
mitted his application to the Cook 
County Police Department in 1962. 



During former Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie's term as Cook County 
Sheriff, Flood worked with the 
department, leading many gam- 
bling raids into syndicate infil- 
trated suburbs and particularly 
the town of Cicero, a stronghold 
of organized crime since the days 
of Ai Caponc. 

At age 25, the youngest to 
hold the position, Flood was pro- 
moted to supcrvisor-in-charge of 
Vice for the north half oif Cook 
County. . / 

Next the officer was appoint- 
ed to supcrvisor-in-charge of the 
Detective Section for the north 
part of the county, and subse- 
quently assigned as supcrvisor- 
in-charge of the Criminal 
Indictment Warrant and Fugitive 
Section. During. these years. 
Flood continued to zero in on 
syndicate hoodlums and their 
criminal activity with little regard 
for his own personal safety. 

In 1968, he formed the Cook 
County Police Association 
(renamed later the Combbicd 
Counties Police Association), to 
serve as the collective bargaining 
agent for police officers. Until 
this time, there had never been a 
true police union in Illinois. 

Many other accomplishments 
can be attributed to Flood, and 
his many commendations and 
appointments show them. 

Flood resides with his wife 
Patricia in Fox Lake, and their chil- 
dren, Frank, John, James, Mary and 
Julie all grew up in Lake County. 

The recipient will be honored 
at the annual Emerald Society' 
Dinner/Dance held April 23, at the 
Lexington House of Hickory Hills, 
at 7717 W. 95th Street. The public Is 
welcome to attend the festive 
event Cost per person is $35 and a 
table of 10 is $350.

Williams was found guilty of. 
murdering his wife. Penny, 
whose body was found in a 
Midlane Country Club pond Sept. 
26,1993. 

Sentencing is March 30 in a 
.hearing in Lake County Judge 
Charles Scott's courtroom. 

"The key piece of evidencef 
was a purse found 200 feet away 
from Williams' girlfriend's apart- 
ment," Mermel said. 

Mcrmcl said the case was diffi- 
cult. 

Defense attorney Barry 
Bochcs said the state's case is cir- 
cumstantial. 

The prosecution. Mermel and 
Robin Goodstcin, contend 
Williams was seeking custody 
rights from Penny for their two 
children, 6-ycar-old Charlie and 
3-year-old Crystal. This is why 
Penny moved from Arizona last 
summer, prosecutors stated. 

Williams was married to 



Katherine Williams. He took the 
stand Thursday and denied re- 
ports made by Gurnec Police 
Officer Rob Garofolo. 

Williams is an 11 -year veteran 
of the U.S. Navy, achieving the 
rank of chief petty officer. 

Williams' neighbor at Depot 
Road, Wayne Ecklund, testified 
Williams threatened to kill Penny. 

Williams told the court he and 
Penny wished to see a movie 
Sept. 22, but never did.. He 
washed his 1993 pick-up truck, 
then visited his wife. 
"I like to keep it as clean as pos- 
sible.^ Williams staid. -^ 

He told the court he went to 
retrieve an Ice chest from a stor- . 
age facility for Katherine but 
could not find his keys. He then 
visited Katherine in Park City. 
"She was surprised," he said. 

Williams and Katherine would 
look at a brochure for San Diego, 
v^cre Williams was soon to be 
transferred. 

It was when his wife did not 
return from work at Synmis at 
Gurncc Mills later that Williams 
became concerned and asked 
Gurnec police about filing out a 
missing person's report He was 
told to wait 24 hours, call Great 
Lakes Police and that Pcrmy was 



out with friends, he testified. 

According to Gurnce police 
dispatch records, WllUams told 
police he was reconciling with 
Penny. 

Williams met with various 
members of the Gurnec Police 
Dept, and later in Libcrtyville. He 
was told the Dept of Children 
and Family Services was watch- 
ing the children. He said he was 
distraught at the time and his 
truck had been confiscated. 

Major Crimes Task Force per- 
sonnel searched the apartment 
"They torcjny apartment out 
Everjrthing that was not nailed 
down, they picked up," Williams 
said. 

Williams was arrested Sept 30, 
1993. 

Williams, dressed in a suit coat 
and tie, concluded his two plus 
hours on the stand by stating he 
did not kill Penny WiUiams. 

Under cross examination, 
Williams said he only offered 
Penny a platonic relationship. 
"Wc did not have a single fight," 
he said. 

He was asked why Penny's 
place of employment, Synuns in 
Gurncc Mills, was not called. 
Williams said he did not know- 
anyone at Symms.

Car safety is also important 
Always check in and under your 
car before getting in. Put purses 
and briefcases on the floor 
behind your feet when driving. If, 
you thitik you are being followed, 
do not drive home. Instead, drive 
to the nearest gas, fire, or police 
station w4ierc there will be other 
people around. 

When walking, keep to well- 
lighted, well-traveled streets. 



Avoid parks, dark parking lots, 
and construction areas. Do not 
cany your purse by the strap or 
handle, instead keep it close to 
your body. Carry a whistle, shriek 
alarm, or mace when you are 
walking. 

While no one can tell you 
which tactic to use if attacked, 
never let your attacker take you to 
another location. Your chances 
of survival are much better in a 
place of your choosing, not 
theirs. Some strategies %^ch 
have worked for others include 
^letting your body go limp, sink to 
the ground and eat grass or dirt, 
make yourself vomit, belch, uri- 
nate, oi- any other thing that may 
make you less attractive to your 
attacker. 

If you are forced to defend 
yourself, scream. Aim for the 
attackers eyes with ke)^, combs, 
or fingernails. Stomp the instep 
with your heel or bend the attack- 
ers fingers backwards as hard as 



you can. 

If all else fails and you are vic- 
timized try to stay calm and make 
an effort to be observant In 
order to get a good description 
focus on the gender, age, height, 
weight, race, hair color, tattoos, 
scars or marks, complexion, and 
clothing. Call the police as soon 
as possible giving them your 
name and location. If you are not 
the victim, stay with the victim 
.until help arrives.

There arc 52 homes in the 
subdivision and a number of 
them already appear to be locat- 
ed in the middle of a lake.

"They shut off the gas 
and tell you your house isn't 
safe." 

Chris Peters, an outspoken 
subdivision resident, was very 
concerned when she left for 
work Monday morning. Peters 
is disappointed with the actions 
of officials regarding their per- 
sistent flooding problem. 



"All that happened is that 
they zoned the area a flooding 
plain. This does nothing for us," 
snapped Peters. "With the last 
zoning change, they have made 
matters worse. Now you can't 
fUl in the property in order to 
raise the land level. People want 
to protect their property. Many 
residents were disappointed 
with the zoning change" 

According to Peters, Fox 
River Springs residents have 
learned from experience to send 
out the alarm early.

Marina owner probes into waterway agency

Although Ray Freeman does- 
n't disagree totally with the 
Chain O' Lakes Fox River 
Waterway Agency, he docs have 
some concerns. 

The marina owner on 
Pistakcc Lake Is Interested in his 
customers, and Justiriabty so. 
Freeman said he is concerned 
with complaints he's received 
from out-of-town boaters who 
arc being stopped often by coun- 
ty sheriffs marine units who 
check for stickers. 

Freeman, the owner of 
Hidden Cove Marina said that 
during the active boating season, 
sometimes the same vessels will 
be stopped by agency-contracted 
shcrinis between two to five times 
a day. 

"That's harassment, and it's 
not good for tourism," Freeman 
said. 

"They're making people so 
frustrated" that boaters have told 
the marina owner they don't 
even want to come back to the 
Chain, he added. 



A contract the agency has 
with the Lake County SherifPs 
was $40,000 in 1393; and 
McHcnry County Sheriffs con- 
tract was $28,000 for that year- 
Lake County's contract 
includes paying the marine radio 
operators and additional safety 
patrols during weekends, 
explained Executive Waterway 
Agency Director Karen Kabbcs. 

Freeman feels the money 
could be put to better use. But 
Kabbes disagrees. "I diink wc 
have to look at the safety issues," 
said Kabbes. The absence of 
many prior accidents on the 
Chain has been "impressive," she 
explained. 

Kabbes said last week she met 
with current Lake County Under 
Sheriff WlUic Smith, and soon- 
to-bc Under Sheriff Gary Del Re, 
as well as Sheriff Marine Unit Sgt 
Jim Bryant about the lakes and 
river. 

"They're very concerned 
about the safety on the water- 
ways," Kabbes said.

A vast amount of trreplace- 
able Russian and Eastern 
European art was lost in the fire 
whJcli nearly destroyed a family 
home dating back four genera- 
tions. 

The fire is stlli under investi- 
gation and the owner is not sure 
v4iat they will receive in insur- 
ance money, but Victor 
Cummlngs of Barrlngton said he 
will rebuild the home, bought by 
his great-grandfather in the mid- 
1800's. 

Cummings, 56, owns the 
home on the southwest comer of 
Quontin Road and Route 22 in 
Ela Township, which had been 
turned into a business for tiis 
%vife, Lara, on the first floor, and 
an apartment for two store 
employees and a Russian family. 

Originally from Moscow, 

Lara emigrated to the United 

.States In 1980, and later married 

Victor in '86. She opened the art 

store Pegasus in the fall of '91 . 

In the summer of '92, she 
spearheaded an effort to bring 
20 children from Russia to spend 
the sunmier in the Chicagoland 
area as part of tlie Pegasus 
Children's Airlift, he said. 

Among the art which dated 
back 30 years from Russia, the 
Ukraine and Georgia were paint- 



ings, sculptures, vases^ silver fili- 
gree bracelets and Matrushka, or 
nesting dolls. Cummings said 
his wife specialized in one of a 
Idnd collector items and Russian 
lacquer i)oxes. 

The store also had a number 
of Russian military, Olympic and 
sports medals, and paintings 
from an artist killed by the KGB. 

Cununings guaranteed they 
would rebuild the home to a 
match the historical aspects as 
close as possible. 

Beam, the family dog, per- 
ished in the Feb. 11 mid-after- 
noon fire, which Cununings said 
caused an estimated $108,000 in 
hiventory alone. Lake Zurich fire 
officials gave a preliminary esti- 
mated of $150,000. 

Both the house and business 
were insured, as were some of 
the contents, although not 
enough, Cummings said. 

Although the gallery is tem- 
porary closed, he said they 
would continue showing the sal- 
vaged art at exhibitions, this 
weekend in Rolling . Meadows 
and at the Hyatt Towers in 
Chicago in April. 

An initial determination by 
fire investigators stated a fur- 
nace in an enclosed attic was the 
cause of the blaze, which ulti- 
mately needed the efforts of 17 
different departments to end.

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Judy Martini of Antioch is known as a fighter for the rights of the people of Lake 
County. She has a record of leadership in development issues, like her opposition to 
the siting of a riverboat casino on a narrow residential stretch of the Fox River that 
harbors endangered species, and she is knowledgeable about her region's special 
environmental problems. 

When her opponent, incumbent Jim Fields, failed to listen to his constituents'

"Are. You OK?", will fill this void 
by oHcrlng a telephone reassur- 
ance system to check on these 
individuals. 

Police officers arc sometimes 
asked to check on a person who 
has not been seen or heard from 



by neighbors or relatives for a 
length of time. Sometimes, the 
result of the calls is tragedy. After 
investigation, a number of these 
sad occurrences revealed that the 
person suffered for hours or days, , 
If only someone had been able to 
check on them, they may have 
been saved. 

The "Arc you O.K.?" program 
is a computer-based telephone 
system that telephones seniors 
who live alone, infirm seniors, or 
physicaily-challcniged adults at a 
prc-detcrmincd time each day. 
The voice on the computer 
announces, upon the answer of 
the telephone, "This Is the Lake

telephone reassurance system."

The spring-like weatlier may 
tiavc seemed like a shot of bliss to

Due to the sudden thaw and 
then the hard rains, waters were 
at least 4 inches above the normal 
flooding stage of 10 inches, 
according to Brian Adams of 
ESDA, 

Head Lockmasterof the IDOT 
Division of Water Resources, 
Frank Novak, said the Wimi Rd. 
gauge , which is quite a way from 
the Spring Grove flooding, 
showed a rise in water 8 feet over 
a 4B-hour period. 

As of Feb. 21, Novak said the 
water actually dropped a couple 
feet at the gauge location. Some 
homes in Spring Grove, just west 
of Rte. 12 and State Park Rd., were 
under water several feet deep, 
while others suffered more mini- 



mal damage. Between 30 to 35 
people in the Spring Grove subdi- 
vision on Nippcrslnk Creek were 
affected by the flooding, said 
Adams. 

Fox Lake Police and Fire and 
Rescue teams were on hand to 
assist the Spring Grove Police and 
Rescue Departments. I^SDA, act- 
ing as a liaison between the dif- 
ferent agencies contacted the 
American Red Cross which noti- 
fied various- hotels of people~lh:^ 
nced'ofrooths, and also provided 
supplies to those residents forced 
from their homes. 

Gas company workers were 
on hand also for a gas teak at one 
of the resident's homes, accord- 
ing to fire officials. 

Although presently difficult to 
comprehend, "Compared to 
what we had last summer, it's not 
too much. But of course if it's 
your house, it's the apocalypse," 
Adams explained. 

As of Feb. 22 the waters 
ceased rising and have leveled 
off, according to Adams; but witli 
the anticipation of a winter storm 
carrying ice and snow, it may 
bring more bad luck to the 
Nippersink residents.

Win or lose, Martin "Marty" 
Paulson is going to have an 
impact on the future of county ' 
government in Lake County. 
The successful young Waukegan 
businessman who resides in 
LibcrtyvIUc is making his second 
bid for election to public office in 
as many years. A year ago he was 
unsuccessful in a campaign to be 
elected township assessor. This 
year I'aulson is running for a 
County Board seat representing a 
district that runs from Lake 
Forest to Mundelein. 
Paulson is locked in a tough bat- 
tle with Rep.

"You have to work, under 
some pretty bad conditions. Like 
sitting out in the cold and making

Would-be comic acfors, willing or unvnll- 
ing. got their chance on stage at Casting Call In 
this year's Mardi Gras held at Prince of Peace 
Parish in . Lake Villa. And although the woiild- 
be comics probably never had any training, 
each got a laugh* whether the audience was 
laughing with them or at them. 

Casting Call Theatre Co. was created for 
Prince :6f Peace Parish Mardi Gras. It started 
when Jamie, Seputis,;thc brains behind Mardi 
Gras, was looking to add an entertaimncnt 
room as Mardi Gras'marked its second year in 
1993. 

! ,, .'Up sync really took off and I wanted some- 
thing on that level with some type of audience 
inyolvement," said Scputis. 
.. ^. Scputis immediately thought of her friend, 
pdiina Abear, whom slie knew through PM&L 
Theater. Abear was chosen to write the scripts 
and other fellow PM&L actors were asked to 
join in the group. 

The plan was to pull one or two audience 
mcmbcrs^forjcach comedy skit. The actors 
would "perform their -roles while the audience 
member would read the lines from a script. 

'Until we performed the first show, we did- 
li't know it. would work," said' Abear. "The 
Worst thing would be to get up on stage and not 
be funny.,So when it did work, 'Everybody. was 
like 'Oh, you can write.' Of course we've got 
really good people. You need good actors." 

With any type of comedy, some shows arc 
better than odiers, and whether a skit works 
also depends on the audience actor. The actors 
start studying potential actors as they are wait- 
ing in line. They often try to choose people 



who come in a group, because friends of the 
actor will likely laugh loudest They also look 
for certain types that fit the open character in 
the skit They try to stay away from people v^o 
seem as if they've had a sip too many. 

'What doesn't work is when you have an 
extremely inebriated person," said Abear. One 
of tills year's skits was about two "wild and 
crazy guys" on a blind date with two women 
picked from the audience. "One pair of girls 
was really drunlc They just started laughing 
and sat down on the stage," said Abear. 

A skit from last year, called for Abear to tie 
down on a psychiatrist's couch to test a man's 
sexual preference. Howiever, one character 
started to put his hands where they weren't 
supposed to go. 

"The drunk ones think they're fimny, but 
they're not," said Abear. 

Despite the embarrassment, most partici- 
pants of casting call have a blast "It's fun for 
tile people who are trying it It's more fun if 
they're not too good," said Abear. 

It's fun for the actors too. 

"There are a lot of chances in the scripts to 
ad lib. Larry (Bersie) is our best at it . . . One of 
his favorite ad lib lines was 'Ever try hooked on 
phonics?' And it got a laugh every time," said 
Abear. 

The actors of Casting Call, Abear, Seputis, 
Bersie and Rick Lawrence, are having so much 
fun they would like to expand Casting Call 
beyond the annual gig at Mardi Gras. 

"We're so excited about the whole concept 
We'd like to expand. We think people could 
probably hire us for parties," said Abear. 

Seputis said Casting Call would work espe- 
cially well at office parties where a lot of people 
know each other.

There have been many a book 
or play, successful in their own 
right, that have had a second life 
as a hit musical: "Oklahoma," 
("Green Grow the Lilacs"); 
"Promises Promises," ("The 
Apartment"), "Mame," ("Auntie 
Mame"). and "My Fair Lady," 
("Pygmalion"), to name a few. 

Nick Noltc's new picture, "VU 
Do Anything," turns that premise 
around and takes an original 
musical script and removes all 
the songs but one, leaving the 
book bare. There arc not too 
many original musical scripts 
that could stand on the book 
alone. 

For those of you who haven't 
heard of the trials and tribula- 
tions author and director James 



L Brooks went through in Titming 
"Anytliing," originally meant to 
be a musical, and originally 
filmed as a musical, in order to 
save the film, Brooks took the 
musical numbers out after dis- 
covering diat Nick Noltc and cast 
just couldn't hack the singing gig, 
especially when the music wasn^ 
of Rodgers and Hammcrstcin cal- 
iber. 

What Brooks is left with is a 
sort of enigma— warm and great 
in spots — and completely flat, 
devoid of interest, and filled with 
gaps In others.

Noltc's career also takes, a 
turn for the better. This is when 
we think wc arc getting treated to' 
the inside Hollywood scoop, ala' 
"The Player," only. to be disillu- 
sioned after one great scene . 
where Nolte bares .his actor's 
soul. ■ ■ *■■ •'■■ ■''-■" ■-,'■- 

A great supporting cast made 
up of Albert Brooks, Julie Kavner, 
Traccy Ullman and . , Jqely , , 
Richardson, contributes greatly 
to the songicss musical. ' . . " 

This reviewer wishes that she - 
didn't know that "Anything" was 
originally a musical. Wc found 
ourselves inserting songs in the 
many places where a lull appears. 

Maybe it would have been 
better to use the orgihal script 
and dub Ln Nolte's (and whocv- 
er's) singing voice without mak- 
ing a big deal out of it like they 
used to do back in the '30s and 
'40s when the biggest musical 
pictures sometimes starred 
singers who didn't sing like Rita 
Hayworth. 

Noltc's emoting is credible 
enough, if he had a voice to 
match maybe the musical idea 
could have made it. As is, there 
are enough good parts left to give 
it a three out of five star rating In 
our book.— by GLORIA DAVIS

Wc know we will. We always do. urbs for more than 35 years. 
But in the waning days of winter, Forest Hospital is a fully accredit- 
with no real break from cold and cd, private psychiatric facility, 
snow in sight for at least several — 
more weeks, cabin fever strikes, 
and it can strike particularly hard 
in families. 

Winter imposes feelings of 
boredom and isolation on both 
children and adults, notes 
Suzette Rush, Psy.D., coordinator 
of the Family Trauma Program at 
Forest Hospital, Des Plaines. But 
individual reactions to those feel- 
ings vary. 

"Some children stir up trou- 
ble, just to make something hap- 
pjcn,J't)r; Riish said. "Others feci 
very stressed or they d evelop a 
short fuse, lliey're easily irritated 
and therefore may choose to act 
out. Parents need not only stop 
and think about their own reac- 
tions, and whether they're over- 
reacting because of 'cabin fever,' 
but to realize that the kids are 
feeling the same stresses and it's 
coming through in their behavior 
as well." 

Younger children pose a spe- 
cial challenge. "Often, very young 
children don't have the ability to 
structure activity for themselves, " 
Dr. Rush says. "And a bored child 
tends to be more whiny and 
demanding. Coping with tliis sit- 
uation calls for patience and 
irnagination." 

Create a little drama and 
adventure, she advises, "even if 
it's for a trip to the thrift store to 
stock up on a new supply of jig- 
saw puzzles." 

Some parents take the "be 
prepared" approach, keeping a 
stasli of new; inexpensive toys or 
books, that can be doled out to 
short-circuit an "I'm bored!" wail.

There Is more to Social Security ttian ■ 
benefits for persons over 62 years-of; 
age. Gonsumer Education Research' 
Center, a national non-profit consumer 
grouiDhas been researching the Social 
Security system and the benefits It 
provides sJnce 1972. One flrdlng Is that, 
of the 50 million persons now collecting 
benefits, more than 16 million are 
under 62 artd, surprislrvgty. the average 
age Is only, about 30, 

Robert L. Berko, consumer writer 
and executive director of the Center, 
says the organization has been 
publishing and updating a complete 
list of available benefits (and how to 
qualify for ttiem) for the past 18 years. 
The Guide offers consumers of all ages 
an awareness of the benefits they are 
entitled to under the latest laws The 
12th update (a complete revision) Is 
now available. 

The book contains a form to get a 
copy of your Social Security account 
showing all credits to your account 
and an estimate of the amount you will 
get upon retirement or disability. 
Workers must check their Social 
Security accounts frequently since any 
errors more than three years 6ld will not 
be corrected. Often, the study found, 
workers have had too much deducted 
from their wages and were due a 
refund. In other cases, employers had 



not sent the correct amount to be 
credited to accounts. If you' have 
records of the amount earnings and. 
deductions, you will be credited with 
thaf money and the employer's shore 
whether or not he ever sent the money 
to ttie government.

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Medication management key to controlling high blood pressure 




High blood pressure, also known as 
hypertension. Is the most prevalent 
medlcar condition among adults In the 
United States toddy. The Joint National 
Committee on the Detection. 
Evaluation and Treatment of High 
Blood Pressure estimates that as many 
as 50 million Americans tx3ve elevated 
blood pressure, including 65 percent of 
Americans betweer» the ages of 65 
and 74. 

The good news is that high blood 
pressure can usually be controlled. 
Although people vyith high blood 
pressure rarely feel III, It Is Important to 
detect and treat high blood pressure 
early to avoid a more serious condition, 
such as heart failure, "kidney failure of 
stroke. * 

Lifestyle modifications are often 
among a' doctor's first Instructions to 
high "blood pressure patients. 
RGComrnendatlons may Include 
changes In diet, losing weight, regular 
exercise and quitting smoking. 

A doctor may also recommend 
medication as an effective choice for 
many people with Ngh blood pressure. 
In fact, 73 percent of high blood 
pressure patients are on prescribed 
medication to control their 
hypertension* (*percentage on 
medication with blood pressure of 
equal to^. or greater than 160/95 
mmHg). Managing, this medication 
properly, is essential to controlling high 
blood pressure and to avoiding 
potential problems; such as drug 
interactions and adverse drug 
reactions. 

Avoiding interaction 

"People. taking high blood pressure 
medication need to take the medicine 
precisely as directed by ttieir doctor or 
pharmacist," says Dr. Martin Higbee, 
associate professor, University of 
Arizona College of Pharmacy. "They 
need to read labels carefully, follow 
instructions for use and storage, and 
keep track of the medications thiey are 



taking, including over-the-counter 
preparations, to minimize potential 
problems such as drug Interactions and 
adverse drug reactions.* 

A drug Interaction can. occur wtien 
taking two or more medicines at the 
same time. An interaction may 
strengthen the effect of a drug, 
diminish It or keep It from working at ail. 
While some predictable Interactions 
are actually used by doctors to your 
advantage, other combinations can 
cause serious, unanticipated side 
effects such as dizziness. Insomnia, 
nausea and Increased blood pressure 
or hteart rate. 

While an adverse drug reaction can 
also produce unintended, undesirable 
side effects, these effects can occur 
when only one drug Is taken. Both 
prescription and non-prescrlptlon 
(over-the-counter) medications can 
cause drug Interactions or adverse 
reactlore. 

Colds and flu season 

The common cold affects many 
people on the average of twice a year 
and most of these cold sufferers treat 
themselves with over-the-counter 
remedies. People taking medication 
for high blood pressure should be 
especially cautious with their 
medication during the cold and flu 
season, since some cold medications 
pose an Increased risk of drug 
interaction for these individuals. 

"Decongestants, for example, are 
commonly used to .treat colds, but can 
stimulat©Jt>e heart and Increase blood 
pressure, causing potential problems 
for someone who has high blood 
pressure ,' says Higbee. "That doesn't 
mean that people with high blood 
pressure need to suffer through a cold. 
An external medication like VIcks 
VapoRub safely and effectively 
relieves nasal congestion and 
coughing, but because it is applied 
externally, it won't interact with other 
medications the way pills can." 

Questions 

Higbee encourages people on 
medication for high blood pressure to 
consult with their doctor or pharmacist 
when starting a new medication or 
selecting medication for self-treatment. 
He suggests starting with the following 
questions:

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Dormant pruning aids tree's success 



Proper pruning. Including the re- 
moval of dead and diseased wood, 
crossing and rubbing branches, 
uriattractlve stems and obtrusive limbs. 
Is essential to a plant's ongoing success 
and aesthetic value. - » . 

■V Pruning while the plant Is dormant' 
ts':! desirable because branching 
patterns are more obvious with the 
absence of leaves and diseases are 
less likely to be spread. Dormant 
(mjning performed before buds break 
will encourage a flush of healthy, 
vigorous growth In spring and helps 
trees develop to their fullest potential. 

Decide on the tree design, then 
start pruning. The following are 
dormant pruning guidelines: 

• Begin pruning at ttie base of the 
tree and move up. 

• Before any branch Is removed. 



find out where It begins and ends. It 
may be crossing anottier brarxih at ttie 
base but contain many lateral 
branches. Removal of this branch 
could make the tree look unbalanced. 

• Prune branches that are growing 
toward tt>e center of ttie tree. 

• Cut branches off at the point of 
origin, but not flush with the trunk. Do 
not leave large stubs. 

• Do not make cuts at buds or 
branches growing back toward the 
center of the tree. Instead, cut Just 
above buds or branches growing out 
and away from the tree.

Winter mulching lielps trees grow 



It's the middle of winter, and tfiere's 
nothing you can do to care for your 
trees until spring, right? Wrong. Apply- 
ing mutch to the soil around trees In 
winter Is a v^ay to givo them some 
■ "tender loving care' while they endure 
lh>e midwest's cold, harsh weather. You 
can apply mulch any time there Is no 
significant snow cover. 

•Think of mulching as giving your 
trees a blanket to keep them warm,' 
says Scott Sutherland, district manager 
of the Lake Bluff office of Hendrlcksen, 
the Care of Trees. Mulch consists of 
organic materials such as wood chips, 
ground up com cobs or composted 
leaves. As well as keeping root zones 
warm In winter (and cool In summer), 
mulch tielps conserve moisture In the 
root-zone area, says Sutherland. It even 
helps sustain microbes In tfie soil that 
help tree roots absorb water and 
nutrients. 

'A healthy root system Is key to 
having a healthy tree." says Suther- 
larKl. 'There fe no question that muk:h 
enhances and aids the root system.' 
He points out that while many home- 
owners prefer to have grass around 
their trees, grass roots actually com- 
pete with tree roots for water and nu- 
trients. Since most of a tree's roots are 
in the top 12 to 18 Inches of soil, grass, 
roots can be aggressive rivals. Mulch 
helps give trees the advantage. 

Sutherland suggests spreading a 
two to four inch layer of mulch around 



trees. For small trees (with trunks under 
eight Inches In .diameter), the mulch 
should begin about four Incties away 
from the tree base. This protects the 
bari< from rodents that might otherwise 
burrow into the mutch and feed on tt>^ 
base of the treeifor larger trees, which 
are not susceptible to such damage^; 
the mulch can .beglri directly ;dt the 
base of ttie tree., 

For trees of all sizes, rnulch should 
extend outward in a circia Ideally as 
far as the branches reach^ But while 
mulch Is good for trees.'fitlbTharmftji taj 
grass. So for tt>ose \a^ wish to mdlntairi 
grass beneath ttieir freesi'^the mulcH 
should only extend as far ds possible 
without interfering with ttie lawn. 

Some turf may need to be sacri- 
ficed, however. If grass Is in an area 
that should be mulctied, such as at tt^ 
base of a karge tree, place ttie muk:h 
directly over the grass. Do riot remove 
the grass, since digging could tiarm tt>9 
tree's roots. -; 

While mulching with fresh wood 
chips, be sure to apply fertilizer over 
ttie top of tt>e mulch. This provides nu- 
trients for the microorganisms ttiat will 
decompose the wood chips. Wittiout 
fertilizer, the microorganisms will use 
nutrients from the soil around the tree 
roots, reducing the nutrients available^ 
to the tree— and partially defeating 
the purpose of the mulch. Use one to 
two pounds of actual nitrogen per; 
1,000 square feet of mulched area.

Quality food, service marks Parkway

In a world where large retail 
chains try to comer In on local 
markets, It has become a "dog eat 
dog" market for small town gro- 
cery store owners. 

But ferry Ming, owner of 
Parkway Foods in Grayslake and 
Fox Lake, said he has foimd his 
niche in which to compete with 
the retail giants. 

"Good quality, good service 
and yciy competitive prices'* is 
how Ming contends with the 
Jewels, Piggly Wig^ys and Eagles 
oftheworid. 

"We're in a very chain domi- 
nated retail environment," Ming 
said, "and the batde of siirvival 
comes as the population grows in 
a community." 

When a community wibiesscs 
a population explosion (like most 
villages in Lake County have wit- 
nessed in recent years), Ming 
said, the retail chdinssetup shop 



near small , town stores. The 
chains may experience tempo- 
rary losses, but, as time goes by, 
one of the stores goes under— 
and usually it's the small town 
store 

Parkway hasn't gone under, 
however, even with the Vrival of 
cross-town rival Piggly Wiggly. 
Parkway Is alive and well. It's 
approaching its 10th aimiversary 
in Grayslake, and the Fox Lake 
Parkway has been in existence 
since 1986. 

The key, Ming said, is fmding 
a new niche. 

He'said that if the chains pro- 
vide good service, he has to pro- 
vide better service. If their stores 
are clean, he makes his even 
cleaner. If their prices are com- 
petitive, he makes his prices 
more competitive. 

As evidence, Ming said, "Go 
compare the meat prices 
between Jewel and Omni. They 
arc a dollar a pound higher than 



we are— not just 10 or 20 cents." 

He also said Parkway is noted 
for its deli and catering setvice. 

Personable sendee in a friend- 
ly atmosphere is another charac- 
teristic that distinguishes 
Parkway from the chains, he said. 

"Mass production gives up a 
certain amount of quality (in 
food},"hes^d. 

For example, he said. Parkway 
will trim its meat better to meet 
the customer's satisfaction — and 
at a better price. 

Ming should know about cus- 
tomer satisfaction. He started out 
as a stock clerk in LaCrossc, Wis., 
when he was 16. He later earned a 
degree in business administra- 
tion and accounting from the 
University of Wisconsin at 
LaCrosse. 

"1 love what 1 do," he said. 
"You have to in this business." 

His love for the business is 
evident, he said, in the way that 
he will always try to give the cus-

tomer what her or she wants. He 
also expects the same from those 
who he hires. 

"I look for people who care 
about their job and people who 
care about doing the best at their 
job," Ming said. 

And even though the retail 
giants have been popping up in 
towns across the county, he said 
independent store owners 
shouldn't feel threatened, He still 
keeps an open eye for another 
store opportunity. 

"We're always looking for 
another store opportunity,'* he 
said, but adding that he wouldn't 
want to sacrifice the quality at his 
current stores for want of having 
more stores. 

Said Ming, "You may have to 
change your niche, but there will 
always be a place for indepen- 
dent retail stores."

What was once the nations largest 
retailer, Scars may be on the right track to 
once again head back in that direction. 

After many well documented problems 
including the auto center allegations of 
unnecessary work being done, declining in 
sales, and the Allstate hurricane problems, |-|*«hft 
Sears has just released record fourth quar- Soici©nD©rg 
tcr and year-end earnings. The amazing thing is that they did 
this on 2.9 percent lower revenues. In addition, Scars was 
helped considerably by the partial spin-off of 20 percent of 
Allstate stock. 

In addition to the current yield of 3.4 percent, Sears also 
offers shareholders a degree of safety in that it is selling at 25 
percent less than its 1993 high. Also appealing is the P/E ratio of 
7.5 which is exceptionally low, especially for a blue chip compa- 
ny, compared with the rest of the market with a P/E of 17. 

Although analysts opinions are varied on this one, the 
majority feci that Scars is cither a buy or a strong buy based on 
the above reasons. 
UALCorp 

UAL has been getting quite a bit of press lately because of 
the employee buyout of the company. In the always difficult, 
and super competitive world of air travel, UAL appears to be 
one of the large carriers to have weathered the storm success- . . 
fully. After three consecutive years of losses, 1994 is expected to 
be good with earnings per share (EPS) of $9. 

Investors looking at UAL would definitely be looking for a 
growth investment as UAL offers no dividend and doesn't plan 
to initiate one soon. 

In 1993, UAL was helped by a 13 percent revenue rise, and a 
strike at a major competitor. What hurt UAL in the fourth quar- 
ter was a charge to eliminate duplicate computer reservation 
equipment as companies continue to tighten belts after the 
recession. 

With institutions currently holding 03 percent of UAL's 
stock, don't expect any major moves in the stock, but analysts 
are giving the stock a buy rating, expecting slow, steady growth, 
as the shakcout in the air travel business appears to be about 
over. 

UAL is expected to earn $12.67 in 1995 which would give it a 
P/E ratio of about U which is low in this market condition. 
Earnings are expected to increase at 13 percent a year for the 
next Ave years which is the reason analysts feel it is a buy at its. 
current price level of about $140 a share.

Understanding earned income credit 



The 1993 tax legislation liberalized the earned 
income credit (EIC), which is intended to provide an 
incentive to lower-income workers. The new rules 
apply to 1994, and you may qualify for the EIC if you 
fit Into any of the categories below. 

WlioOuaiiricsforthcEIC? 

" You have no children and your 1994 income Is 
less than $9,000. The maximum credit in tliis case is 
$30 with earned income of $4,000 to $5,000. The 
credit is .phased out as your earned income 
approaches $9,000. 

" You have one qualifying child and your 1994 
income is less than $23,753. The maximuni credit in 
this case is $2,038 with earned income of $7,750 to 
$11,000. The credit is phased out as your earned 
income approaches $23,753. 

, " You have two or more qualiiying children and 
your 1994 income is less than $25,293. The maxi- 
mum credit In this case is $2,527 witii earned 
income of $8,425 to $11,000. The credit is phased 
out as your earned income approaches $25,293. 

** If you don't have a qualUying child, you must 
live in die U.S. for more than half the year, you (or 
your spouse, if married) must be oyer 25 but under 
65 years old, and you caimot be a dependent on 
another person's tax return (for example, your par- 
ents). 

if you think you meet some of the above limits 
and would qualify for the credit in 1994, you should 
also check to sec if you can also qualify in 1993. For 
1993 a credit of up to $465 is allowed for health 
insurance payments made by the taxpayer which 
covers a qualifying child. There is also a maximum 
credit of $388 for children born in 1993. While die

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Midwest economy retains strength in first qiiaiier 



A new midwest economic 
index developed by The First 
National Dank of Chicago shows 
the Great Lakes region can expect 
to chalk up continued strong eco- 
nomic gains in the first quarter, 
•according to Diane Swonk, First 
Chicago senior economist. 

The First Chicago Great Lakes 
Index (GLI), the bank's means of 
tracking regional output as com- 
pared to the national Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP), should 
rise another 5.2 percent in the 
first quarter, on the heels of a 7.9 
percent jump in the fourth quar- 
ter. That compares to an antici- 
pated 3.4 percent gain in real 
GDP in the first quarter for the 
nation; and a 5.9 percent increase 
in the fourth quarter. 

The GLI, encompassing the 
states* of Illinois, Indiana, 
Micliigan, Ohio and Wisconsin^ 



represents an approximation of 
regional . output, but does not 
cover the breadth of economic 
activity of the real GDP statistics.. 

Swonk said that anticipated 
first quarter economic gains in 
the midwest should be supported 
by ongoing strength in the auto 
sector and multipliers from a 
fourth quarter spurt in home 
buying. 

"The midwest freeze wVH not 
place a substantial drag on flrst 
quarter growth," Swonk added. 

In fact, a 13.7 percent surge in 
auto and light' truck sales in 
January versus a year ago^in 
spite of the harsh weather^ 
helped January spending. "The 
bet is that eneigy usage was up in 
January, along with purchases of 
batteries, tires and anytiiing else 
related to the harsh weather. On

IRS can offer tax relief for flood victims 



Many of you may have suffered 
terrible losses during the floods of 1993. 
Hopefully, you have already taken 
advantage of the many government 
programs which can help you through 
these difficult times. For those of you 
who have not yet claimed a casualty 
loss on your federal tax return. I'd like 
to briefly outline the process. 

To cialm a casualty loss, under 
special disaster area rules you must 
reside or have your business In an 
area declared as a federal disaster 
area by President Clinton, in iiilnols, part 
of Cook and the following 38 counties 
have been designated federal 
disaster areas: Adams, Aiejrander, 
Boone, Brown, Calhoun, Carroll, Cass, 
Fultoa Greene, Hancock, Henry, 
Henderson, Jackson, Jersey, Jo 
Daviess, Knox, Lake, tvladlson. Mason, 
Massac, Mercer, McHenry, Monroe, 
Morgan, Ogle, Pike, Pope, Pulaski, 
Randolph, Rock island, St. Clair, 



Schuier, Scott, Stephenson, Warren, 
Whiteside, Winnebago, and Union 
counties. 

If you suffered flood damage, you 
can claim the loss on your 1993 federal 
tax return or by amending your 1992 
tax return. Because we are already in 
the filing season, you will probably get 
a faster refund if you claim the loss on 
your 1993 return. You should follow 
these steps to expedite the 
processing of your disaster claim; 
whichever way you file. 

•Write "Disaster Area" and the 
name of the county where you live at 
ttie top of the first page of the return. 

•Attach a statement showing the 
disaster dates and the exact location 
of damaged property, including the 
street address, city, county, and state. 

Remember, in figuring your tax 
deduction, you must first subtract any 
insurance proceeds, 10 per cent of 
your adjusted gross income and $100 
from your loss. 



Here are a few other tips; 

You can determine fair market 
value of property immediately before 
the flood by checking recent sales of 
comparable homes in your area. Get 
an appraiser to calculate the fair 
market value of your property after 
the flood. Keep any photographs that 
show the condition of the property 
Immediately following the flood and 
after you fixed It. 

Gather your receipts, checks, 
credit card receipts, and what ever 
other proof of personal damage or 
loss you may have had. if your 
records were destroyed In the flood, 
get a copy of IRS Publication 584, 
"Casualty Loss Workbook," which lists 
the contents of a typical house. 

if you need a copy of your 1992 
tax return to complete an amended 
return, you can file Form 4506, 
"Request for Copy for Tax Form." The 
photocopy fee normally charged will 



be waived by writing "Disaster Area— ^ 
Photocopy Fee Waived" at the top of ' 
ttie form, it usually takes about 45 days 
to get a copy of your return. 

Instead of waiting to get a copy of r-,- 
your return, IRS employees now have 
on-line computer access to certain tax ' . 
account Information you may need 
by calling 1(800)829-1040 or by visiting 
your local IRS office. 

Additional Information on how to 
claim disaster area losses can be 
found In IRS Publication 547, 
"Nonbusiness Disasters, Casualties, , 
and Thefts," available by calling our ' 
form depot toll-free at 1(800)829-3676. " 

Before you make the final decision 
about claiming your loss through ah 
amended 1992 return or on your 1993 
return, it may be a good idea to figure 
it out both ways to determine which 
year will be best for you.— by MARILYN
